Wandering about all my life, I belong to no ene 
church, and solgoto all, Indeed, should I lets 
tunday pass without baving attended church, I 
hould feel that I had neglected a duty’ to: Ipyself 
and missed an opportunity to learn much. 

tis important to call special attention o the 
splendor, the beauty, the wealth of the New York 
churches, and, above all and chiefly, the great abil- 
ity of the preachers. 

It is safe tosay thet never iz the world was nearly 
so much ability in the churches anywhere as is to 
be found in this island of Manhattan. 

And then the perfect comfort of these churches; 
the matchless music; the beautiful women and the 
ee men; the perfect refinement « 
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the sense of rest everywhere—all these conspire to 
make it desirable for the veriest pagan to go to 
church, and learn from the lips of some great 
thinker his theory of life and death and the dread 
hereafter. Frankly, no man who has sense enough 


to know what best to do with himself will stay 
away from church on Sunday in New York. They 
are great. And it goes without saying, they are 
needed, too. 

For such men as Felix Adler and Ingersoll pack 
their houses to the doo. I doubtif these two men 
ought to be namedinthe same paragraph, how- 
a former seems to me terribly sincere, honest, 
unworldly and entirely unselfish. Yetdo not un- 
derstand that he has a bit of the apostle about him, 
so faras privation obtains. On the contrary, he is 
made very comfortable in an enormous salary. It 
is but just to this apostate Jew. however,to add that 
he declined a much larger salery on condition that 
he adhered to the Jewish fai-h and filled his 
father’s pulpit But claiming that he could not 
consistently to doso, he established himself in an 
independent hal) here at the head of his "Esthetic 
Culture Society.”’

The Cost of Ralsing and Keepiug It—Sheep Statis- 
tics, Ete. 

The average annual cost per head of keep- 
ing sheep in Georgiais only fifty-four cents, 
The average cost of raising a pound of wool 
is only six cents, while the ave rage price for 
which the unweshed woo! is seld is tbirty- 
three and one third cents, or twenty seven 
Wnd one-haiftcuis net. The ay erage vield of 
unwashed woo! to the sheep is 3.44 pounds, 
which, at twenty-seven and one-half cents 
net, gives an average clear income in woo! 
from such sheep of ninety-four cents. The 
average price for lambs sold to the butcher. 
in Georgia, is $1.87. The average price of 
stock sheep is $2.68 per head. The average 
price oi mutton is $2.75 per head. The 
average annual profit invested in sheep in 
Georgia is 63 percent. The following reports 
have been sworn to in the presence of disin- 
terested parties: Mr. David Ayres, of Camilla, 
Mitchell county, southern (Ceorgia—where 
snow never ialls and the ground seldon{ 
freezes, and where the original pine forest is 
arpeted with grass that is indigenous to the 
soil, from January to December—says his 
sheep, 3,500 in number, cost him annually 14 
cents per head. The average clip is three 
ec ag of unwashed woo!, which sells at 30 

ents per pound, givingaclear profit of 90 
percent on the money invested in sheep. Mr. 
Ayres does not feed his sheep at any time,and 
relies entirely on native sheep. ; 

Mr. John McDowell, of Washington county, 
Pennsylvania, keeps 670 highly improved 
sheep, the keeping of which costs annually 
$1.54 a head. He aims to make his wool 
clip clear, which averages four pounds of 
brook-washed wool to the sheep. - His wool 
crop sold in 1875 for fifty-six cents 
& pound, or $2.24 for each sheep 
sheared, but the crop cost, on account of the 
Severe winter, fifteen cents a pound, which 
makes his net income per sheep $1.64. His 
Sheep are worth $3.50 per head, and his net 
profits are 46 per cent on the money invested. 
Lhe land on which Mr. McDowel|! pastures 
his sheep is worth about $0 per acre, while | 
am authorized to sell landlike that owned by 
Mr. Ayres for $1.50 per acre, and the 20, 000 
acres thus offered are situated in the same 
part or the state as that which sustains Mr. 
»Ayres’s sheep, 
F In middie Georgia Mr. Robert C. Humber. 
of Putnam county, reports that he keeps 138 
sheep of the cross between the merino and 
the common stock. They yield an average 
of three pounds of wool per head, which he 
sold in i875, at 25 cents per pound. They 
cost him nothing except the shearing. and 
he claims they pay him 100 per cent on 
the investment, in mutton, lambs 
and wool. His sheep 3 range 
on Bermuda grass fields in summer, and the 
“old fields’’ in winter. The “cane bottoms” 
and the cane which fringes with luxurant 
leafage the streams in Georgia, offer stock of 
all descriptions most heaithy and nourishing 
green food, even in the depth of winter. No

THE WONDERFUL SCOTCH. 

The Scotch are a wonderful people: Aside 
from historic considerations they are, as a 
people, distinguished as possessing a remark- 
able executive capacity, and it is well known 
in English business circles that the largest 
and most important English entei prises, the 
great Kast India companies and many of the 
banks and railways, are presided ovcr by 
Scotechmen. At the Vriental,a London.-a club, 
(one of the prerequisites of membership 
to which is a certain number of years resi- 
dence in [ndia) I met AlMonye other peopre, 
two Scotchmen named Campbell, who came 
originally from-the same county in the high- 
lands, but who had never met before. 
was the chief government officer (Engiish) of 
the Island of Ceylon, and the other a wealthy 
merchant of Buenos Ayres, South America, 
[suppose there are two good reasons whi 
inglishmen are to be found in all quarters of 
the habitable globe, and -in many quarters 
unblessed with civilization and well nigh 
inhiabitable—first, that England 
crowded with population, and second. 
the sun not po down on her

glish however — Wherever 
found in foreign countries, 
he is apt to impress you as a most reliable 
and worthy citizen and as being oneot the best 
if not the best elements of the community. 
The English and Scotch are remarkable for 
the excellent characteristic of truthtuiness in 
their dealings one with the other. They are 
unquestionably men of honorable instinets, 
and it has been for centuries a boast 
that the word of an Englishman 
is as good as his bond. The merchants of 
London seem to take for granted that Ameri- 
cans are not only rich, but honest, and they 
are almost uniformly willing to leave bundles 
purchased to be delivered, with the message 
that they will call the next or a day or two 
thereafter for the amount of thebill. I trust 
this well known fact will never be suggestive 
to any countryman of ours who may travel 
with an equally small share of conscience and 
money. 
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ASTORY ABOUT ‘‘WALES.”’ 

I was amused at the story of the Persian 
yrince who, visiting London, met the prince of 
Vales at the Stafford house, the magnificent 

residence of the old duke of Sutherland. Said 
the Persian to the prince of Wales, “this 
duke has too fine a house. In Persia we 
would think himtoo powerful. Ladvise you 
to cut off his head.’”’ The Persian was in 
sarnest, but the English prince is himseif 
sometimes not averse to the humorous side 
of things. An American gentleman was de- 
scribing to me the scenes and incidents of the 
queen’s ‘“‘drawing rooms,’’ which isan en- 
tertainment or, more properly, an occasion 
when American and English and curious 
people generally make their bow to royalty, 
after the announcement of their namesim a 
loud voice some little distance away. He 
told me of Miss Hessenden, of Philadelphia, 
who went toGermany and spent two years 
and three quarters. She was, _there- 
fore, when she _ returned to London 
with her mother, Miss Von Hessenden, After 
some weeks close application to the instruc- 
tion of a trainer in royal bows, and court 
etiquette, her presentation evening came and 
her name was the next to be annonnced. The 
old man pompous who held the st could not 
read the name. In a hesitating (Jeliberatiag 
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Miss Emiyy Von—Miss Emily Von Hes——” ; 
but royalty stoodin a line at the other end of 
the room; the prince of Wales firstand hegrew 
impatient; so giving the duke of Edinburga 
slight poke in the ribs, he said smiling and 
loud enough to be heard by the American, 
“Emily, Emily, come on Emily! Don’t keep 
us waiting.”’

SOME LOST STATES. 


A Reeord of Curieus and Ill-fated Schemes Which 
Came to Naught. 
From the Detroit Evening News. 

Some of the obscure facts of our history re- 
lating to the formation, the speedy rise and 
as speedy fall of organizations that promised 
to become prosperous and permanent states, 
are full of interest. They have, in general, 
no place in the current histories of the coun- 
try; and only the delver in original records 
and out-of-the-way documents is likely to find 
them. 

Now Connecticut included a number of 
towns on both sides of the Connecticut river, 
Which, in June, 1779, attempted fori a 
Separate governinent, but thé effort was 
short-lived. New Albion was a grant made 
in 1634 by the earl of Strafford, lord lieuten- 
ant of Ireland (the only American grant un- 
der the great seal of the Emerald Isle), to 


lo 


Jersey, with all the adjacent islands. It was 
not utilized by Plowden, probably on/ ac- 
count of the Dutch claims. New Mnuste! 
Was a grant to the city of Amsterdam,fn 1656, 
by the Dutch West India company, of that 
part of the same territory between the Chris- 
tiankill and the Delaware, in consideration of 
alarge payment. It wasnamed from asuburb 
of Amsterdam. It wassuccessfully colonized, 
but so many difficulties were experienced in 
the administration of its affairs that after 
eight years the India company was asked to 
take it back again. 

The beginnings of governmentin Kentucky 
were made by a parity of nine North Caro- 
linians, headed by Colonel Richard Hender- 
son. In defiance of the ancient policy and 
statutes of Virginia, which ruled the Jand. 
they assumed to purchase from the Cherokees 
17,000 000 acres, betweer the Cumberland 
and Kentucky rivers, upon which they tried 
to found “the colony of Transylvania.” 
A legislature of seventeen members met 
under an elm at Fort Boone or Boones- 
borough, May 23, 1775, the first Anglo-Ameri- 
can- government west of the Alle 
Sundry measures were passed during 
days’ session, when the assembly adjourned, 
never to meet again, as the movement was 
squelched by the Virginia legislature, and 
the refusal of the continental congress to re- 
ceive the delegate sent to that body. 

The post-revolutionary era was prolific 
scoiemes for ext nding the American emipir 
Congress looked wisely early set 
ment of the western country, and to its sub-

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In 1784-— 
indeed, before the session by Virginia of her 
Vast tracts in the northwest to the United 
States—an ordinance of that body, reported 
by acommittee of which Jetferson was chair- 
man, provided for the subdivision 
all territory acquired or te 
quired in the then west from the frontier of 
Florida to the north lineof the union.

introduced by Jetferson, but which did not 
pass with the bill, anticipated the ordinance 
ot 1737 in declaring that there should be no 
slavery or involuntary servitude in the states 
lormed (in this case after the year 1800), ex- 
cept for punishment for crime. The propos 
ed division was found impracticable, .nd was 
superseded three years afterward by the ordi- 
nance just armed, for the government of the 
territory northwest of the river Ohio. 
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In Jetierson’s original draft of the act 
1784 he provided definite bounds and titles 
for such of the states might be formed 
north of Ohio. That between the 45th par- 
allel and the north limit of the United 
States was to be Sylvania; nexg xouth of this, 
Michigania, east of which, in the -present 
lower peninsular of Michigan, would. come 
Choronesus: the two states south of these.

Moreover, a com- 
plete sheathing of the globe of ice would have 
killed all animals and vegetation. He 
neXt analyzes the evidence we have as to the na- 
ture of comets, and concludes that they are solid 
enough tg doa great deal of mischief when the col- 
lision tgok place. {The celestial visitor ‘‘came with 
terrific fpree.

PRESERVING GREEN FORAGE 
THROUGH THE WINTER. 


What a Silo Can do in Georgia—What a Bilo Pit is. and 
How it Works— What Mr, 4. J. Orme’s Exper!- 
ence io—A Superb Dairy Farm—How Ea- 
silage Agrees With Cattic, Etc., Etc. 


“The best way,’’ said Mr. A. J. Orme, “‘to decide 
what a silo can doin Georgia is to ride out to my 
place, and see what my pit is doing.”’ 

Clearly that was the best. 

There were four of us that thought so—Evan 
Howell, Lod Hill, Mr. Orme and the writer. The 
carriage was ordered--the sun came out in fine 
style, and ina December air that had the balm of 
April, we started for the suburbs. 

There are few more important experiments than 
this one of ensilage. With hay selling in Atlanta 
at$27aton,and with land worth $5 an acre, on 
which 20 tons of forage can be raised, and butter 
worth forty cents per pound, the silo pit will be 
come a very important factor in our agriculture. 
A silo pit is simply an excavation, air-tight, for the 
preservation of forage througn the winter. Grass, 
young corn, pea vines,any green stuff on the farm, 
chopped and packed into the pit, is preserved into 
the winter for cattle feed. It isa huge jar or can, 
in which forage may be hermetically sealed and 
kept, as tomatoes or peas are carried out of season 
for our own table. Eusilage has been used in the 
north for several years, and has revolutionized 
cattle-keeping in many instances. 

“Itisan experiment with me,’’ Mr Orme said, 
“‘but Iam so well satisfied with whatl have done 
that I am going intoif regularly. I havea dairy 
farm two miles from the city, and I have found 
the question of food for my cattle in the .wintera 
most serious item. I consider it outof the ques- 
tion fer us to pay $27 aton forhay. In curing our 
own forage we have many difficulties. Many of 
our best grasses itis hard tocure: Any rain that 
falls on them injures them, and the hay is apt to 
mould, Withcorn, our best forage crop, we have 
great troubie with drought. Thesilo pit forestalls 
the drought, and ensures the preservation of the 
pant, without mould or epcnting. Sy 

‘What will you do next year?’ 

“IT havea silo that will hold 205 tous of ensilage. 
To fill this lam going to manure 7 acreg very high- 
ly by composting the droppings of my cattle, and 
adding acid phosphate. Iwill put this in corn in 
drills for forage. I ought to get at least 20 tons to 
the acre by cutting it when it tassels and before any 
drought can touch it. I may get 30 tons to the acre. 
There are reliable reports of from 20 to 40 tons per 
acre being made. Ishall plant1l other acres not 
30 highly manured in cornand peas. If my 7 acres

Even when cured they lose much of their nutri- 
tious quality. The corn stalks are so dry and large 
the stock don’ttaketo them. The forage crop is 
liable to be cut off by drought. The silo plan pre- 
serves itsurely and perfectly, husbanding all the 
uatritious quality, and it houses it in its first flush 
of growth before drought ever strikes it. 

“2d. The best we can bope for in hay, if every- 
thing goes right, isfourtons to the acre. By the 
new plan they say we can get twenty tons of ensi- 
lage to the acre, and two tons of ensilage equals one 
ton of hay. 

‘I believe, with my silo, Iean feed my cattle at 
about one third of what it would cost otherwise. 
I’m going totryit. I will not allow my cows to 
graze in my fieldsatall next year. I will rely on 
feeding themin thestable with ensilage. Butas I 
have said before, this isan experiment with me as 
yet. NextsummerI can tell more aboutit. It has 
succeeded elsewhere admirably. I see no reason 
why it should not succeed here. 

A SUPERB DAIRY FARM 

By this time we had reached Mr. Orme’sfarm. It 
is by odds the best appointed farm near the city 
and the work of improvemenitis still progressing. 
The wide gaies opened automatically as we drove 
uptothe house. The yard, embracing several acres 
of shade, grass, gravel and water, was enclosed with 
a wire fence and held several hundred Plymouth 
Rock hens, with fine cocks hereand ihere. To the 
14% were the barns, stables, corn houses and car 
riage houses. On theright wasa sloping hill with 
tho orchard heyond. In front of us was the dairy

“Perfectly. We have used it some time, and every 
cow is perfectly healthy. Their yield of milk has 
increased about 25 per cent since we began feeding 
ensilage, and the butter yield has increased even 
more. Iam from the north, where ensilage has 
been used several seasons, and it is held that it is 
about the best butter-making food for cows, and 
perfectly healthy.’’ 

‘How much do you give the cows a day?’’ 

“About 60 pounds, or about twice as much as I 
would give them in hay. We are feeding spariugly 
now as we want to make what we have last till we 
can get new forage.’’ 

“You will increase your 
Orme. 

“Oh, yes. I have just ordered four grade Jerseys 
anda fine Jersey bull, from my brother’s farm. It 
is my purpose to have about sixty cows, and make 
my seven acres and my silo pitcarry them through 
the three winter months. That allows 344 tons of 
ensilage to the cow, or over one ton a month.”’ 

“You will not allow your cows to graze?’’ 

“T have planted down a wood-lot where I will 
let them run awhile for exercise, but I shall feed 
them in those stalls the year through, with ensilage 
andgreen stuff I consider the saving of the drop- 
pings of the cows a great item, and this Il save by 
stabling them.’’ 

“The droppings of one cow,’’ said Lod Hill, 
“carefully saved and composted and put on one 
acre Will raiseits product of cotton from one third 
of a bale to a full bale. The droppings of sixty 
cows composted and put on sixty acres oi colton 
land wouid more than double the yield, over wiiat 
it would be without manure.’’ 

“Yes, and then it injures a meadow to let cows 
runonit. In damp weather, wherever they stop, 
there will be a clod of packed dirt. I will make 
my seven acres very rich, and my eleven acres as 
rich as possible. On these eighteen acres I will 
raise enough to feed my sixty cowsin the stable, if 
my silo pit does what I think it will do.”’ 

ENSILAGE IN OTHER STATES. 

Mr. Orme modestly and properly disclaims any 
knowledge save what an intelligent experiment can 
give. 

Let us see, therefore, what ensilage has done in 
other states. 

Mr. C. W. Mills, Pompton, New Jersey, (on Arra- 
veek farm), made six hundred tons of ensilage 
from thirteen acres planted in cornu, and cut when 
full tasselled. ‘This was forty-six tons to the acre. 
The cost of seed, tilling, gathering, and putting in 
the pits was $500 or about 90 cents aton. The sume 
amount of hay would have cost $7,500. His pits cost 


$700 

Mr. Samuel Remington, of Cazenovia, New York, 
made on Remington farm, on 40 acres of corn 
forage, 990 tons of ensilage, or 25 tons to the acre. 
He says the land was very poorand that on better 
land he could largely increase it. The cost of his 
—— - the pit was $i a ton. 

Mr.. Bailey, of ‘ ‘Winning Farm,’’ Mass. says 
“My om. hick three years ago could sustain but 
six cows and two horses, now suStains forty cattle, 
eight horses, fifty sheep and fifty hogs. Thischange 
has been brought about by ensilage. In the three 
years I have bought no hay and only one ton of 
commercial fertilizer. The increase in the stock 
has enabled me to enrich my farm with composted 
munure.’’ 

Daniel Stratton, of Hudson, Miss., says: ‘I have. 
cher tony more stuck than ever before,and have 
sold this winter enough hay—more than I ever sold 

before—to pay formy silo, If I could not build 
more,I had rather part with half my farm than buy 
silos, for ou half the farm I keep 100 cattle cheaper 
than I kept 40 on the whole farm without si’os. " 

Mr. E. C. Fisher, of Claremo"t, N. , Writes: 
Oo two anda haif acres that had not yielded over 
00 pounds of hay to the acre, I planted corn, using 
$25 worth of Stockbridge’s corn manure, and made 
65 tons of ensilage or thirty-two tons to the acre. I 
substituted this for hay with my cows, usin 1g 2 2 Ibs of 

eusilage where I had used 1 hof hay. In less than 
a week there was au AVETARE £: iin of 1 quart of milk 
a duy to the cow. 

Hon. Robert Morris, of Maryland, says: ‘‘I hon- 
estiy believe thatone acre of land, made rich-as a 
garden, aud planted in two cropsof maize and o: 
of rye, would produce 100 tons of ensilage. This 
would support 10 Jersey cows one year. Thus 
turned into butter the product of this one acre 
would amount to more than $1,000—to say nothing 
of the ealves dropped by thee ows during the year, 

He says further: “Experience has proved ‘that 
tons of ensilage isequal tol ton of timethy hay. 
The poorest land wili produce 10 tons of e ‘nsilage to 
the acre. If hay is worth $20 a ton, ensilage is 
worth $10. The 10 tons—and it can easily be 20 tons 
—- ep a by an acreis worth $100.’ 

M:.C, W. Garrett, of Enfield, North Carolina.says 
pea ace fa the best crop for ensitage. While we 
cannot produce 75 to 100 tons per acre, as Our north- 
ern friends. have done with corn forage, we cun 
count on 20 tons of pea vines to the acr-. I did that 
well this year and hope todo much better. I feed 
it notonty to my cows but my work horses and 
mules. Itisat least as good as hay for horses aud 
mules, I have watched them earefully and worked 
them hard while feeding on ensilage, and never no- 
ticed a single injuriouseffect. It can take the place 
ot hay and fodder with our horses and mules.’’ 


A REVIEW OF THE SITUATION. 

The above are but samples taken from perhaps a 
thousand statementsin different books and pam.- 
phlets now before me. They seem to establish the 
following propositions: 

1. That two tons of ensilage is 
hay. 

2.- Tam 15 eusilage 
from an acre that would produce 8 tons of hay, and 
that the chances are it will prodnce from 20 to 
tons, orin money value from 3S to6 times as much 
as it would produce in hay. 

8. Thatitis less trouble and co:t to cut and pit 
the forage than itistocure it, and very much less 
risk. 

4. Thatthe slosystem protects from drought and 
saves surely our best forage crops, corn forage and 
pea vines, otherwise subject to drought and loss in

WasHnincton, December 22.—Visiting cards | 
play so important a part in Ww ashington suci- 
ety that some chat about the etiquette con- 
cerning them may prove of interest, as well | 
asa notice of the style preferred by certain 
prominent persons in official lite, or rendered 
obligatory by their positions. The style used 
by most of the gentlemen in official life fol- 
lows the precedent established by their pre- 
decessors. For many years it has been tke 
custom, as is well known, for the 
heads of the executive departments to 
use the card-plate belonging to their 
respective offices whatever the name 
of the temporary incumbent may be—for 
instance: ‘‘fhe secretary. of state,’’ ‘‘the 
secretary of the treasury,” ‘‘postmaster gen- 
eral,’ ‘‘the attorney general.’’

A member of a 
senator’s family, who was here with him and 
his wife before the war when he was a mem- 
ber of the house, tells me that she has an in- 
vitation from Mr. and Mrs. Jefferson Davis, 
sent when he was.secreiary of war, which 
reads: ‘‘Mr. and Mrs. Jefferson Davis request 
the pleasure, etc.,’’ instead of ‘the secretary 
of war and Mrs. Jefferson Davis,’’ as the style 
has been since 1861, when members of the 
cabinet have entertained. 

THE SPEAKER'S CARD.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 
Special to The Con:titution. 

Covineton, December 23.—This afternoon 
about three o’clock, Will Smith, of Jasper, 
and James Banks, of this county, met in the 
barroom of Jarbae. A quarrel arose about 
cards. <A scuffleensued. Smith was pressing 
it while Banks was declining it. Smith with 
a large navy six shooter shot Banks through 
the body. He staggered out and fell on the 
next door, Farreli’s tin aoe, and expired. 
The murderer ran, was pursued by both white 
and colored, and when overtaken Alex 
Hendrick, colored, with a rock in hand, de- 
manded him to stop. He was turned on 
by the murderer and shot through the 
body also. He fell and expired in a few mo- 
ments. Just then another pursuer _ at 
him, putting a ball through his hat. Sher- 
iff Newton Anderson, w ithe posse, came soon 
on. When aboutone mile distant, Smith 
was seen to hide himself behind a pile of 
brush by another faithful colored man. Sher- 
iff Anderson was told of his position. Riding 
up hedemanded Smith’s surrender or his 


life. 
THE MURDERER CAUGHT. 

He was taken by the sheriff alone. 
When the officer with the prisoner arrived in 
the town, the scene was indescribable. A yell 
was raised, the crowd hollowed, and ran to 
meet them, some crying out, ‘‘Where is be?’ 
“Kall Sim!’ ‘‘Let’s hang him!’ There was

THE DIPLOMATISTS. 


The Foreign Legat'ons - the Nattongl Capital—Thelir 
Customes and Position. 

WASHINGTON, December 23.—The diplo- 
nia_ic corps occupies the foremost position in 
‘Washington society.’’ On. ceremonious 
occasions these representatives of friendly 
foreign powers claim ‘‘precedence,’’ and foi- 
low the president of the United States, going 
before the supreme court, the senate and the 
house of representatives. At inauguration 
balls and on similar occasions, they claim the 
right to follow the president in, without pay- 
ing for their tickets. They are permitted to 
receive their clothing, furniture, wines, etc., 
free of duty, and jthey cannot be held legally 
for any debts which they may 
contract. To them Washington is regarded 
a place for diplomatic banishment, 
it being socially undesirable, and there being 
little opportunity to win a diplomatic reputa- 
tion here. 

There are one-and-twenty firs:-class lega- 
tions here at Washington, each having at its 
head an envoy extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary. Then there are seven or 
eight second class legations, presided over by 
& minister resident, and some of them be- 
longing to the South American states are 
closed for want of funds. The legations are 
otiicially arranged alphabetically, and the 
ministers take precedence according to the 
dates of their missions. but the oldest lega- 
tion, historically speaking, is that of France, 
which was established during our revolution 
and which encouraged the struggles for our 
independence. Spain was the next 
nation which had a diplomatic represen- 
tative here, and when New York 
city was the seat of government of the Uni- 
ted States Senor Don Diego Gardoqui occu- 
pied a house on Broadway, near the Bowling 
Green, where Mrs George Clinton, Lady Kit- 
ty Duer and Mrs. Beekman matronized his 
entertainments. Anotherearly minister was 
Pieter Johan Van Berkel, who came to sep- 
resent the Netherlands.

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THE LIGHT OF THE FUTURE. 


The Stereze Battery System im Conneetion Wihth the 
Electric Light. 
New York, December 25.—The first public 
experiment in this city with the Brush stor- 
ave system Of lighting by electricty has been 
made in the rooms ot the Brush-Swan Elec- 
tric light company. Many distinguished 
electricians were present. <A battery of twen- 
ty-four ceils was charged with power from the 
ordinary street circuit the Brush ecom- 
pany. Twenty-seven Swan lamps were kept 
burning for five hours from ths electricity 
thus accumulated. The storage battery con- 
sists of a box containing cells, in each of 
which are lead plates. The plates are elec- 
trically treated and immersed in acidula‘ ed 
water. The battery exhibited last evening 
was provided with an automatic switch, at- 
tached to which was a meter. 

The switch automatically 
charge of the storage battery, and the meter 
registered the amount of current used. The 
lights used were equal to one of the big lights 
on the circuit that supplies the lamps between 
Elizabeth street and the Grand Central depot. 
Mr. ©. F. Brush explained the operation of 
the system to the visitors. It is declared that 
the storage system possesses a great advantage 
over the system of lighting directly by power 
enerated from dynamo machines. With the 
storage system, every consumer of light has 
his reservoir of electricity on his own prem- 
iseS, 

A stopping of the machinery at the central 
station would not put out his lights. It is 
also said that the lights furnisned by the 
storage battery are absolutely steady, while 
those s ipplied directly from the dynamo 
machine are not. At the exhibition adynamo 
machine of about one horse power was run by 
power from @ storage battery.

A TALK ABOUT WATCHES AND 
THEIR HISTORY, 


Phe Smailest Wetch inthe Usited Sta'es—The Prices 
of Watches Now as Compire4 wth the Prices 
Twenty Years Ago— fhe Improve ents 
That Mave Been Made, E'c., Bic. 


“This watch,’ remarked a well-known 
watchmaker to a ConsTITUTION reporter yes- 
terday, ‘‘is the smallest watch in the United 


States.”’ 

As he spoke he held up his left hand on 
which was a ring with aset somewhat larger 
than is usualiy seen, the face of which showed 
the dial of a watch just five-sixteenths of an 
inch in diameter. The watch was evidently 
brought down from a long-gone age, and the 
reporter asked ifthe watch did not havea 
history. 

“It has,” replied the owner. ‘“‘Its_his- 
tory has been traced far enough to show that } 
it was a courtring used during the reign 
of Louis XIV. As you see, the ring is made 
after the Marquise pattern, the outer edge 
being studded with turquoise. Inside of that 
appears the dial and balance wheel, the latter 
being studded with diamonds which reflect 
the lig rht as it oscillates. The whole forms 
the ring settingt, he band for the finger mak- 
ing itcomplete. It was exhibited at the cen- 
tennial in 1876, and afterwards at one or two 
European fairs and then found its way back 
to New York. It wasthere secured by me 
and was exhibited by me atthe late Library 
Art Loan Expusition.”’ 

“Wohas is its value? 

“A valuation could hardly be placed upon 
it. Asarelic of the skill of olden times we 
wished to preserve it. It somewhere be- 
tween a hundred anda hundred and _ forty 
yearsold. I can trace it back fora hundred 
years.” 

“Does it keep time? 

“Yes, sma!lasit is it keeps almost accu- 
rate time. Iwo ofthe parts are somewhat 
worn and | intend to have my best workman 
replace them soon. This little watch serves 
adouble purpose. It not only shows the re- 
markable skill and patience of the old time 
watch makers but shows how long a watch 
wil poe wa en it is well taken care of.” 

‘‘Are the watches of to-day equal to the 
waiches oe the ¢ good old times that our vrand- 
fathers talk about?”

‘Are the watches now made more ex pens- 
ive than the old time watches?” 

‘Well the demand now is for watches for 
service. The expensive watches of forty 
years aga were made by mechanics who 
would now be considered cranks. For in- 
stance, some of the watches they would make 
would show the position of the moon, the day 
of the week and the day of the month, as 
well as the hours, minutes and ‘onds. The 
same watches would be made to strike the 
hour by simply touching a spring, so that the 
time could be known at night. Of course} 
they would keep no better time than the 
simple watches, and realiy not - good. 
Their value would be ‘determined by 
the amount of time ex pended 
on them, and the price fixed 
according to whether six or twelve months’ 
time had been spenton them, and how much 
in di iamonds and prec ivus stones had been put 
on them. Sach awaich could easily be made 
to cost several thousand dollars. Now, a 

watch isin the market that sells for three 
dollars. Ofcourse, it cannot Keep good time.’ 

A GOOD WATCH. 

“What is considered a gzoud watch?’ 
‘A vood watch, in the strict sense, 
that runs within thirty seconds of gorrect 
time in thirty days That is indeed a fine 
time piece. Isold one that, for five months, it 
greatest Variation wastensecondsin a month. 
There is one peculiar thing ~bout watches. A 
watch that would keep perfect rae e 

if carried by a man. of — sedenta: 
habits would be irregular if car- 
ried by an engineer or vice versa. For in- 
stance, an engineer moving his body-about, 
jars the watch and throws it out of time. 
The effect is very slight but it can be dis- 
covered in the ranuing of a watch ip a month’s 
time.”’ 

‘Who are the best judges of watches‘ 

‘Railroad men. Their lives depend cn it. 
Sometimes you find professional men who 
are good judges of watches.”’ 

THE HISTORY OF TIME PIECES. 

‘Tell me something of the history of time 

pieces.”’ 


“The most ancient of all instruments foras- 
esrtaining the time of day was probably the 
sur dial, and it isgenerally believed that the 
first form of sun dial was simply a column 
which cust a shadow of varying length and 
position.

twelve years, The trees and shrubs having been 
cut, are lashed together c < ly, are then piled up 
and measured by the cord. ‘The average shipment 
per year are eboutone hundred eords of all sizes, 
from th: small bush —— fifty ceuts te the large 
tree worta $20, ‘ihe large trees are for the fou:

ATLANTA, GA., December 23.—Edit siitu 
tion: I wish tosubmita few words to the people 
of Atlanta: 

A crusade has been Opened against the 
gas works. Is it wise for the people to encour- 
age this. Thecourse of that company hes been 
conservertive and just. It has steadify reduced the 
price of gas year after year, keeping the price at 
only such figurers as would give it a fair interest on 
the money invested. As the consumption of gas 
has increased, the expense of making it has de- 
creased and the price has been lowered, 

My opinion isthat the surest way to get 
prices is to increase the consumption of gas of the 
old gas company. That course has already cut it to 
one hali of itsold price, If we divide the patron- 
age between two companies, the cost of making 
gas willbe increased, and by a combination be- 
tween the two, they will be forced to put the price 
oe. No sort of competition will make them run at 
a loss. 

Every citizen of Atlanta is interested in the At- 
lanta gas works, for the city owns one thousand of 
the stock and the dividends seduce the tax burden. 
More than another third is owned by citizensef At- 
lanta, whose dividencs are kept here. Let us be 
careful how we put it in the power of a foreign 
corporation to divide the gas consumption of the 
city, wipe out dividends, run a cuttlog business 
and finally control the situation by a Pooting ar- 
rangement orotherwise.
